Husseini has been detained 
without trial for 18 months out oi 
the last three years. During his 
last period of bnprisqnment, a 
senior Israeli official visited him 
to discuss the idea of elections in 
fee occupied territories. 

Regarded as the senior pro- 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (FLO) leader in die occupied 
territories, he has repeatedly 
advocated a peace dialogue to 
persuade all sectors of Israeli 
society of the need for a Palesti- 
nian state alongside the Jewish 
state. 

A resident of Arab Jerusalem, 
he was banned from entering the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip last 
month and barred from leaving 
fee country this month. 

The United States, which re- 
gards Husseini as a key figure in 
any future Israeli- Palestinian 
peace negotiations, protested 
against the restrictions on his 
movements. 

In Tunis, a PLO spokesman 
said Israel had arrested more 
than 200 Palestinians in the last 
24 hours. Israeli sources said ab- 
out 30 nationalist activists had 


been detained this week in Nab- 
lus and Tulkarm but denied any 
massive sweep. 

Another Palestinian leader, 
journalist Radwan Abu Ayash, 
was called in for questioning at 
the Ramallah military governor's 
office but not detained.

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Israeli Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin has said that a flurry of 
Middle East diplomacy in 
Washington tins week have failed 
to narrow fee gap between Israel 
and the Palestinians and pave the 
way to peace talks. 

But Rabin said he believed the 
United States would keep aid to 
his country at current levels for at 
least the next two years despite a 
proposal by Senate republican 
leader Robert Dole to cut h (see 
page 2). 

After meeting with Bush admi- 
nistration officials including 
Secretary of State James Baker, 
Rabin told Israeli reporters 
Thursday a wide gap remained 
between Israel on one side and 
Egypt and the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) on the 
other over proposed Israeli- 
Pakstinian talks. 

“I cannot say the gap has been 
narrowed. Bat I can say I under- 
stand some parameters of fee 
Israeli-Palestinian position bet- 
ter,” Rabin told the reporters. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
E5mat Abdul Maguid, also in 
Washington tins week, met Baker 
twice Tuesday and was to meet 
him again Friday. 

Although Rabin and Abdul 
Meguid were in hotels barely two 
kflometzes apart, they chose not 
to meet. 

Baker is working to convene a 
three-way meeting wife the fore- 
ign ministers of Israel and Egypt 
to arrange the terms 6f what 
would be an unprecedented 
Israeli-Palestinian dialogue. 

But Rabin said the sides were 
still too far apart on three key 
points to hold fee long-awaited 
meeting. 

“It is very difficult to suppose 
there will be a tripartite meeting 
before Israel and Egypt come 
closer on fee three main issues — 
fee composition of the Palesti- 
nian delegation, who will 
announce the members of the 
delegation and the agenda,” 
Rabin said. 

The United States wants 
Palestinians from Arab Jerusalem 
and some in exile included in the 
delegation and the PLO says it 
must approve and announce the 
group. Israel rejects these de- 
mands and insists it will not allow 
any PLO role in fee talks. 

On the agenda, Israel wants 
the miles confined to proposed 
P alestinian elections in the occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
The PLO masts on fee right of 
the Palestinian delegation to raise 
other points as well. 

On Wednesday, Baker’s prin- 
cipal Middle East adviser, Dennis 
Ross, head of the policy planning 
staff, and three other senior U.S. 
officials met wife Rabin. 

The others were Paul Wotib- 
witz, the undersecretary of de- 
fence for policy; Richard Haass, 
head of the Middle East desk at 
the National Security Council, 
and John Kelly, assistant secret- 
ary of state for fee Near East. 

Deputy Israeli Foreign Minis- 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu quoted 
Baker as saying “fee trilateral 
meeting of foreign ministers will 
be fapld by the end of February.” 

The Arab league said Thursday 
that the “big, strong Israel” advo- 
cated by Prime Minister Yitzhak 
S hamir violated international law. 


E. German Communists in dire straits 


WEST BERLIN ( AP) — A lead- 
ing Communist reportedly plans 
to join East German’s top pro- 
democracy party, and Interim 
President Manfred Geriach urged 
opposition members Friday to 
help run the government until 
May elections. 

Also Friday, Communist fac- 
tions demanded breakup of their 
tiding party, and leaders agreed 
to discuss the demand Saturday. 

The developments illustrated 
the country’s political difficulties 
following East Genoa 
fill revolution that radically 
altered political and social struc- 
tures. 

Premier Hans Modrow, a 
Communist, has urged his non- 
Communist coalition paxtnenand 
the opposition to work wife the 
government until fee nation’s 
first free elections can be held in 
May. 


But demonstrations and warn- 
ing strikes, as well as threats from 
fee non-Comtnunist forces, 
threaten to bring down Modrow’s 
cabinet. 

One non-Communist group, 
the Christian Democrats, was ex- 
pected to decide later Friday if 
they would withdraw from the 
27-member coalition government 
trying to lead the country to its 
first free elections in 40 years. 

The Communist Party, whose 
membership has plunged from 
2.3 million to 1.4 miluon in six 
months, is wracked by internal 
squabbles over its future. 

In a statement released Friday, 
“various party movements” de- 
manded the party’s “uncom- 
promising dissolution under pub- 
lic control." 

“The delegates to the extraor- 
dinary party congress (held in 


December) should again be sum- 
moned to agree to the dissolu- 
tion,” said the statement carried 
by fee official East German news 
agency ADN. 

The statement listed seven 
Communist groups feat called for 
the party's dissolution. “The 
situation in fee country is again 
becoming critical,” it said. 

ADN said the party leadenhip 
would meet Saturday to discuss 
fee demand.

Yasser Arafat in vain to withdraw 
the application, warning that a 
cutoff of U.S. fends would “com- 
pletely destroy” the agency. 

In December, a PLO bid to win 
recognition as a non-voting 
observer state — such as Switzer- 
land, or North and South Korea 
— was put off indefinitely by the 
U.N. General Assembly. 

Last week, the United States 
sharply reduced its annual con- 
tribution to the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organisation, which 
supported the PLO with a tech- 
nical programme. The United 
States warned it might pull out of 


that body altogether. 

More than 100 countries have 


recognised the State of Palestine 
since it was proclaimed in Tunis 
in November 1988.

Thousands of Azeris cross into Iran 


NICOSIA (AP) — Thousands of women, children and elderly Soviet 
Azerbaijanis fleeing ethnic violence crossed the border into ban, the 


Republic News Agency (IRNA) said Friday. 

The news came as Moscow appealed for an end to dashes in its 
Caucasus republics between predominantly Muslim Azerbaijanis and 
Christian Armenians in which more than 70 people have been killedL 

The state-nm Iranian agency said foe Sonet Stn’ite MusMms 
crossed the land border into the Iranian town of Bflehsavar, 200 
kilometres southwest of Baku. 

Unlike previous cases in which Soviet Azerbaijanis swam the 

latest arrivals appeared to consist of refugees. 

The report, monitored in Cypres, did not specify how many Soviet 
Muslims crossed the border into Iran Friday, but said 5,000 Soviet 
Azerbaijanis arrived in Bflehsavar Thursday. - 

Hie agency said women, children and the ddery made up most of 
the border crosseis since Thursday, indicating they were fleeing the 
violence across the frontier. 

The Soviet Shi’ite Muslims share a common lanmiage, culture ang 
religion with Iranian Azerbaijanis across the border, who constitute 
about a third of Iran’s 55 million people. 

Soviet Azerbaijani protesters demanding an open border, free 


travel between and heightened links with foier brethren on the 
Iranian side started crossing over Into Iran in pairs or small groups 
earlier this month. 

But the crossing escalated when a simmering fend between foe 
mostly Muslim Soviet Azerbaijanis and the Christian Armenians 
erupted last wed after a group of Azerbaijanis went on the rampage 
in Baku against Armenians living there. 

IRNA reported Thursday that more than 400 Soviet Muslims who 
had crossed info Iran recently retained back home by boat across the 
Araks River. 

Sahran Chubin, an analyst at Geneva’s Graduate Institute of 
International Affairs, said earlier this week: “There’s a dangeT that if 
the Soviet Azerbaijanis engage Soviet troops, and use Iran as a 
sanctuary, they may embroil their cousins in Iran in their fight.” 

Nationalists in Soviet Azerbaijani are agitating for the establish- 
ment of a “greater Azerbaijan,” an independent, oil-rich homeland 
for some 20 million Azerbaijanis on both sides of the border:

Nsour urges people to

SALT (J.T.) — A leading mem-

PRAVEC, Bulgaria — More 
than two months after bard-tine 
leader Todor Zhivkov was 
ousted, ending over 40 years of 
fear-iiispirmg Communist role in 
Bulgaria, signs of change are few 
in his hometown, a sleepy lakeside 
resort nestling among the moun- 
tains northeast of Sofia. 

People in Pravec — like many 
Bulgarians outside Sofia — still 
have doubts that the sweeping 
democratic reforms promised by 
Zhivkov's Communist successors 
wfll materialise in the near future, 
reflecting widespread fears of a 
continuation of “Zhivkovism 
without Zhivkov.” 

On a narrow, fir tree-lined 
lane, Zhivkov’s family bouse — 
one of more than 30 luxurious 
residences he kept nationwide — 
is shuttered up, the white-waHed 
garden decked in snow untrodden 
for weeks. 

Heft, stone street si gns that 
until recently bore the name of 
Zhivkov’s mother, Marutsa Zhiv- 
kova, have been replaced by new 
plaques, dubbing the load Vassil 
Levsky — after Bulgaria’s most 
severed national hero. 

In Sofia,* the capital, tens of 
thousands of pro-democracy de- 
monstrators nave taken to the 
streets regularly since the former 
leader’s overthrow Nov. 10, de- 
manding quicker steps towards 
democracy from former foreign 
minister-tumed-refonnist leader 
Petar Mladenov. 

But although only 30 
kilometres away, Pravec could be 
another world. 

“In principle there has been no 
change whatsoever,” said VeJin 
Ogledalov, chief cook at the 
pagoda-roofed Shatra restaurant, 
where Zhivkov often held state 
dinners for visitors that included 
former Romanian dictator — and 
honorary Pravec citizen — Nico- 
lae Ceausescu.

BEIJING — With China's best- 
known dissidents jailed, exiled or 
in hiding, a popular folk singer is 
trying to fill the void with protest 
songs and calls for democracy. 

“You could say Fm the world’s 
stupidest, most amateur dissi- 
dent,” Hou Dejian said, laughing 
and shaking Ins head in mock 
self-ridicule during a recent inter- 
view. 

“I'm not a politician. I had 
friends who were dissidents, 
but... Tm a professional musi- 
cian,'’ he said, with elaborate 
emphasis. “But right now, Fm 
trying to figure out how to be- 
come a passable dissident.” 

Hou, 33, is no ordinary main- 
land musician: He is the 
Taiwanese-born son of a 
Nationalist solktier who fought 
against the Communists. Seeking 
his roots, Hou visited the Com- 
munist mainland as an estab- 
lished star in 1983 and decided to 
stay. 

The darting of the government, 
he was allowed to keep living like 
a star, with two homes and two 
cars, one a maroon Mercedes

shoulders — but there is stil 
lfear,” said Ogledalov.

munists who are “very much still 
at large.” 

Parliament 00 Monday struck 
the Communists’ guaranteed 
leading role in society from the 
constitution, putting Bulgaria on 
par with East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia. 


On Tuesday, the Communist 
Party agreed to allow pro-demo- 
cracy groups to publish their own 
newspaper and said they would 
be granted offices in Sofia, but

Major steps to feller democra- 
cy, that took weeks in East Ger- 
many and days in Czechoslova- 
kia, are still looking ponderous in 
Bulgaria. 

“AH our neighbour countries 
are ahead of us now,” said Fjnii 
Angelov, 21, a medical student 
from Pravec. 

But he is optimistic that “time 
will take its course — if we really 
have free elections, (the Com- 
munists) will lose.” 

Opposition leaders are not so 
sure. Zhelio Zbelev, president of 
the opposition Union of Demo- 
cratic Forces says his group might 
not be prepared in time for gener- 
al election Mladenov has {Hedged 
for May. 

Claiming state-controlled 
media is still biased towards the 
Communists, Zbelev has called 
for two-stage elections, with a 
vote in May to eject dose Zhiv- 


kov associates from parliament, 
followed by a full election in 
November. 

“People feel freer, and we’re 
trying for change, but all we’ve 
had up to now is the nationalities 
problem,” said Angelov. 

Tensions flared between 
Bulgarian nationalists and the 
country’s estimated 1.5 million 
ethnic Turks and Muslims, after 
the Communists on Dec. 29 re- 
versed Zhivkov’s harsh ethnic 
assimilation policy that banned 
Turkish names and language and 
Muslim religious rites. . 

The decision sparked protests, 
strikes and a red-hot, but time- 
consuming, national debate that 
seemed to distract attention from 
calls for more and faster political 
reform.

the nationalists, in a last-ditch 
attempt to hold on to power. 

“It basically put our struggle for 
more democracy on ice and I 
can’t see the process speeding up 
that much in the near future,” 
said Zbelev. 

Both Ogledalov and Angelov 
said the tensions have been used 
to postpone painful decisions on 
Bulgaria’s real problems — its 
one-party system and tattered, 
centrafiy-planned economy. 

In Pravec, a few inhabitants 
laugh and joke about Zhivkov 
now. But most are reluctant to 
talk about the man known fami- 
liarly as “Toshko,”'who Ogleda- 
lov remembers as “jovial and 
hearty with a good sense of 
humour and a good network of 
bodyguards.” 

Zhivkov made Pravec a social- 
ist showpiece, and its inhabitants 
were often resented for their 
pretty, low-rise boosing, clean air 
md well-stocked stores — rarities 
in Many Bulgarian towns. 

“But *ve weren't privileged,” 
said Ovedalov, “every month we 
bad to scrub every inch of the 
town with our own bands before 
(Zhivkov) arrived.”

He became known to Wester- 
ners in the final days of China's 
student democracy movement 
last spring, when he and three 
friends began a hunger strike in 
Tiananmen Square to protest 
martial law.

So he has 
begun “making a little noise,” 
giving interviews to foreign jour- 
nalists and singing for them the 
half-dozen songs he has written 
about the democracy movement 
— swigs he knows no mainland 1 
company can record now. 

“Friends who low freedom, 
qprcad our wings,” one ballad 


goes. “Listen carefully, no one 
can lie again. Open your eyes, no 
one can twist the truth again.” 
Hon has not worked out any 
philosophy of government or 
theories about the relative merits 
of Cnmmnnisni- “Fm not a poli- 
tical scientist. I say, ask all tbe 
Chinese people and then decide.” 
All he wants is provide an 
alternative to the Communist 
Party voice that has filled , the 
airwaves and newspapers rince 
June with relentless condemna- 
tion of the democracy movement. 

“Because you can’t bear other 
voices that doesn’t 'mean there’s 
stability,” he said, picking words 
carefully while he picked out 
chords on his electric guitar. 

“We have an ancient tyrant 
culture. A real change would 
mean 1 changing the slaves, not 
changing the tyrant. Although it’s 
been slow, there is change. Most 
people in Beijing took part in the 
movement and... they are not as 
afraid as before," 

Hou said the movement wiped 
away his feeling of .being an out- 
sider on the mainland. 

That is why during die sum- 
mer, when he |ixd from police for 
more than two months in the 


Australian embassy in Beijing, he 
did not apply for asylum. He 
came out Aug. 15, as soon as the 
foreign ministry promised he 
would not be arrested or de- 
ported. 

Some Chinese suspected a deal 
when he told government televi- 
sion two days later that he did not 
see anyone killed in Tiananmen 
Square during the June 3-4 army 


Authorities insist no one died 
in the square, while acknowledg- 
ing about 300 deaths elsewhere in' 
the dty. Many Chinese say the 
toll was much higher, and West- 
ern security sources say the toll 
may have been 3,000. 

But Hou said he made no deal. 
“I can only say I didn’t see 
anyone die. That doesn't prove 
no one died.” 

Two of the three friends who 
went on hunger strike with Hou 
remain jailed. One was freed in

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Koor workers step up protests 


TEL AVIV (AF) — Thousands of factory workers 
from the troubled Koor Industries conglomerate 
blocked highways Thursday -in a strike' to protest 
proposals to sell the company to American or 
Canadian investors. 


Police were dispatched to 
several plants, where workers' 
formed picket lines and parked 
tracks across roads to dramatise 
their objections to foreign bids 

for the company. 

Traffic was snar led near Koor 

factories on several northern 
roads and on the Tel Aviy-Haifa 
coastal highway, Israel radio said. 

violence was reported in 
the one-day strike, and there 
were no arrets, police said. 

“We want to make the public 
aware of our situation,” Yossi 
Zemach, head of the Koor work- 
ers* committee, told the Associ- 
ated Press. “We are against the 
sailing of Koor to foreigners.** 

Zemach argued that 9,000 
Koor workers already have lost 
jobs and that many of the remain- 
ing 22,000 employees have taken 
pay cuts and agreed to higher 
productivity demands. 

“We don’t want such a large 
concern sold like a grocery store 
or a corner kiosk,'* Zemach said. 
“We know that private hands will 
be bad for us. They will make 
easy profits at our expense." 

He called for the government 
and Israeli banks to step in with 
aid for Koor, which is owned by 
Israel's Histadrut labour federa- 


tion. 

Zemach estimated that more 
than 11,000 workr.j from 58 
Koor factories participated in 
Thursday’s strike. Workers from 
Boor's largest subsidiary, the 
Tadiran militar y and consumer 
electronics firm, did not walk out, 
he said. 

It was the second labour action 
this week against Koor. 

On Tuesday, hundreds of 
workers blocked roads and 
clashed with mounted police in 
northern Israel after the dosing 
of a Koor-owned pipe factory 
where 150 jobs were lost. 

Koor has been in financial cri- 
sis since October 1988, when the 
conglomerate defaulted on $20 
million in loans made to an- 
American subsidiary by Bankers 
Trust Co. of New York. 

A financial rescue package 
worked out by the government 
and both foreign and Israeli 
banks was never fully im- 
plemented, and Koor has been 
forced to postpone interest pay- 
ments on some of its $950 million 
'debt. 

Last week, two bids were sub- 
mitted for the ailing giant 

The Belzberg family of Canada

Brandt, who won, the Nobel 
peace prize in 1971 for efforts to 
improve relations with commun- 
ist countries, said It would be 
fateful if credits now being 
offered to the reforming East 
Bloc meant that less money 
would go to poor developing na- 
tions. 

“We have no choice,” he told a 
news conference after a meeting 
of the soHcalled Brandt Gomans-:' 
son on North-South problems. 
“It is important to help both 
regions.” 

Brandt, who in 1978 published 
a milestone report on the gulf 
between the industrialised North 
and the developing South, said 
North-South problems worsened 
in the past decade. 

The former Social Democratic 


chancellor held oat hope that 
shrinking defence budgets would 
free funds for projects to save the 
environment and invest in poor 
nations. 

The situation had improved in 
parts of Asia, but in general die 
1980s were “a lost decade for 
development,” Brandt said. 

More people were starving to- 
day in black Africa than 10 years 
ago. In I .a tin America, the debt 
crisis continued to threaten 
democracies burdened by interest 
payments, be said. 

In the early 1980s, industrial- 
ised nations pumped $50 billion a 
year into the Third World, but 
today poor nations pay roughly 
the same amount to the rich 
world, Brandt said. 

Commonwealth Secretary- 
General Shridath Ramphal, who 
also attended the meeting, said 
things were made worse by falling, 
raw materials prices and the fact 
that the North-South dialogue 
was practically dead.

IJLTC approves budget, 90 plan 


BAGHDAD (J.T.) — The General Assembly of the Iraq-Jordan 
T rPnH Transport Company (DLTC) bus approved a working plan 
for 1990 the company’s budget, according to Transport 
Minister Ibrahim Ayoub. Ayoub said that the assembly meeting

According to 
company officials, the company so far has transported nearly nine 
miUirm tonnes of goods and made profits es tim a t e d at JD 8.7 
miTiifffl shared equally by Jordan and Iraq.

Boeing to slash up to 5,000 workers 


SEATTLE (AP) — The Boeing Co. expects to slash its work force 
by as many as 5,000 employees this year, reflecting uncertainty 
over the defence budget and the future of a new plane still on the 
drawing board. Boeing said 1,700 hourly employees would be laid 
off by April, 1,400 of whom work at the company’s Everett plant 
in the Paget Sound- area, where production start-up for the new 
747-400 Jumbo jet has been completed. Attrition should account 
for about half the total reduction, the company said in a news 
release. Boeing did not provide details on where the remainder of 
cuts would come from. “Because the new 777 airplane program- 
me is still not formally approved and with uncertainties in the 
defence budget, Boeing trill continue to review and revise -its 
workforce requirements throughout the year,” the company said. 
The 777 jet is new Boeing model still in the planning stages. At 
the end of 1989, Boeing had 145,200 employees nationwide, up 
10,800 from the beginning of the year. 


Japanese enter Hungarian car market 


BUDAPEST (R) — Japanese vehtdennakers plan a drive into 
the Hungarian market, where 400,000 people are on the waiting 
list for cars. The Suzuki Motor Co. has signed a basic agreement 
to form a joint venture for die manufacture of cars in Hungary. 
Japanese trading company C. Itoh, a Hungarian consortium and 
an agency of tfae World Bank will build a $140 minion car plant at 
Eszteigom, an old city on die Danube.npxfh of Budapest. It is 
scheduled to start production of Suzuki Swift compact cars 1992. 
Hungary, which has a population of 10.6 milium, has no carmaker 
of its own. There is a waiting list of 400,000 customers, but only 
120,000 cars a year are imported from member countries of the 
Soviet-led trading bloc Comecon. Imports of Western cars were 
liberalised in 1989 but drained Hungary’s limited hard-currency 
reserves. The plant mil produce die Swift for sale both in 
Hungary and for export.

The sale was announced by 
Yorkshire's four joint owners —

and .the Royal Bank of Scotland 
(eight per cent). 

NAB, one of -Australia’s tag 
four retail banks, will pay £976.5 
million ($1.6 billion) in cash plus 
interest for Yorkshire, taking the 
total up to about £1 billion. 

NAB ebaifman Sir Rupert 
Clarke said: “We are delighted to 
acquire Yorkshire Bank. Its ac- 
quisition represents another im- 
portant step in die development 
of our group’s U.K. operations.” 

NAB already owns three banks

Clydesdale Bank, Northern Bank 
and National Irish Bank — which 
it bought in 1987.

Armenian woman to safety ta the centre of Baku, 


VARDENIS, Soviet Union (R) 
— Azeri, thugs broke into the 
homes of elderly Armenians in 
Baku, dragged their occupants 
into the streets and herded them' 
onto femes out of Azerbaijan. 

About 300 of the more than 
10,000 Annenians who have left 
Azerbaijan since the latest vio- 
lence erupted in the southern 
Soviet region are in Vardenis, 
northeast of the Armenian capital 
Yerevan. 

Most tell the same story of 
gangs of youngsters who burst 
into their ap artm e n ts in the Azer- 
baijani capital last Saturday and 
Sunday, destroyed their posses- 
sions and turned them out into 
(be street 

At least 70 are still in hospital 
being treated for cats, broken 
limbs and crushed ribs. 

“Tea youths came into our flat 
while we were out and smashed 
everything,” said Anna Babayan, 
£7, her race a mass of bruises. 
The attackers returned later, beat 
her and forced her out of her 
home. 

' ■ “They tried to pull out my 


teeth,” she said, displaying a dou- 
ble row of gold-capped teeth. 
“But 1 strangled and kicked and 


“But I straggled and kicked and 
they were unable to do it.” 

She added: “I saw one woman 
trying to hold a blanket around 
her naked body as she was being 
dragged along die street.” 

Most Armenians were taken 
first to a cinema opposite Baku’s 
mam police station. From there 
they were dragged down to the 
city's docks to be put on -a ferry 
across the Caspian Sea to the 
Soviet Republic of Turkmenia 
with neither coat not shoes. 

There was no food aboard the 
vessel, the refugees said, and 
Azerbaijani crew beat many of 
than during the 12 -hour crossing. 

All denied being “evacuated” 
from Baku — the operation, they 
say, was dearly a well-organised 
'deportation. 

“If it had been for our safety, 
why were we not allowed to take 
our coats, warm clothes or 
food?” said Babayan. 

Vardenis has long had to deal 
with influxes of refugees during 
the past two years of conflict over 


the (dispute territory of Nagorno- 
Karabakh — about 13,000 people 
have congregated at camps in the 
town. 

Local officials decline to talk 
about reports that Armenians axe 
orgamang themselves into bri- 
gades of “volunteers” to ward off 
what they say are imminent 
attacks by Azeri activists. 

“We have the right to defend 
ourselves,” said one official. “No 
one could call us aggressive.” 

Nikolai Davtyan, deputy rector 
of a Co mmunis t Party school in 
die Azerbaijani capital, was 
attacked by 50 men who burst 
into his Bakn apartment Sunday 
morning and set upon him. 

Covered in bruises and barely 
able to stand, he accused Azer- 
baijan’s party leadership, includ- 
ing First Secretary Abdul Veri- 
zov, of connivance or at the very. 
teas* passive acceptance of the 
violence. 

“Vezirov? No one listens to 
him and no one believes him,” he 
said. “But the authorities knew 
foil well what was happening.” 


Row erupts between 
Colombo, Amnesty 


COLOMBO (AP) — Foreign 
.Minister Ranjan Wijeratne has 
called Amnesty International a 
terrorist organisation and accused 
the London-based human rights 
group of trying to destabilise his 
country. 

Wijeratne, who also is deputy 
defence minister, said at his 
weekly news briefing: “Quote 
me. 1 declare Amnesty Interna- 
tional another terrorist organisa- 
tion cloaked in sheep’s dothing 
which goes into countries to des- 
tabilise democratic government” 
. In London, Amnesty Interna- 
tional denied the allegation. 
■/‘Amnesty International stands 
for human rights, not tenor. We 
do not support or fund the activi- 
ties of opposition groups any- 
where In the world," said the 
London-based organisation, 
^hicb campaigns worldwide for 
die release of non-violent politic- 
al prisoners and the abolition of 
torture and capital punishment. 
^Amnesty International said it 
bad given relief assistance over 
many years to victims of human 
rights violations in Sri Lanka, 
founding recent legal work on 
behalf of victims of alleged hu- 
man rights abuses. 

■ This has been done through the 
bar association of Sri Tunica 3 


which took on such work after 
several lawyers had been killed or 
threatened with death because 
they undertook these cases, the 
statement said. 

It rejected a suggestion that it 
had advised foreign government 
to discontinue aid to Sri T -an lea. 

Amnesty International has fre- 
quently criticised die Sri I ankan 
government, citing detailed 
allegations that its security forces 
have engaged in killings, tortiire 
and other ti nman rights viola- 
tions. 

The government is battling a 
Sinhalese extremist group, the 
People’s Liberation Front, and 
minority Tamil guerrillas in two- 
separate, but related insurrec- 
tions. 

The Tamik have been fighting 
since 1983 for an independent 
homeland in northern Sn Lanka, 
a war that has killed an estimated 
11,000 people. After the govern- 
ment signed a peace treaty with 
the Tamils about two years ago, 
the Sinhalese extremists began 
assassinating government leaders 
and their suporters because they 
felt the government was making 
too many concessions to the 
Tamils. 
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Mongolia bans illegal 


BjEUING (R) — Mongolia’s 
Communist authorities have ban- 
ned all unauthorised demonstra- 
tions to prevent a newly formed 
opposition group from holding a 
'caUy in the capital, Ulan Bator, a 
'resident of the dty said Friday. 
'■The ban was broadcast on-state* 
radio and television on Thursday 
evening, said the resident, con- 
tacted by telephone from Beijing. 

.- A People’s Revolutionary Par- 
ty official appeared on television 
and criticised the Mongolian 
Democratic Union, an unofficial 
aUiance of workers and intellec- 
tuals that organised a rally of 
about 5,000 people in Ulan Bator 
list Sunday. Another rally was 
planned for Sunday in the city’s 
main sqanre. 

‘Last Sunday’s rally was the 
biggest in Mongolia’s recent his- 
tory and a Foreign Ministry offi- 
cial said earlier this week that the 
protest had the approval of die 
authorities. 

• ’The new regulations, 
announced by the Ulan Bator city 
authorities,' banned all demon- 
strations in the city’s main Sukh- 
bator Square and several other 
places, inchidmg media organisa- 


tions, the airport and the railway 
station. 

Permission was needed for ral- 
lies to be held elsewhere, said the 
resident, who asked not to be 
identified. 

“Fm not sure if the demonstra- 
tion will go ahead. An important 
person has appeared on televi- 
sion. But younger people-are not. 
satisfied so the rally may go 
ahead,” be said. 

Mongolia is the latest country 
to feel the winds of change 
sweeping die Communist world. 
A vast and remote nation of two 
million people, it is dosely a»w*H 
to the Soviet Union and its lead- 
ers have embraced reforms with 
caution.

NEW DELHI (R) — The Dalai

“If the Chinese government 
does not initiate a meaningful and 
sincere dialogue on the Tibetan 
issue within a year, I wiQ be 
forced to change my present 
conciliatory stand,” he told foe 
Times of India newspaper in an 
interview. 

“Time is running out.” said the 
Dalai T jma J who so Ear has man- 
aged to restrain an increasingly 
vocal demand from young Tibe- 
tans in exile for a guerrilla war to 
free their homeland. 

The Dalai Lama won foe 1989 
Nobel Prize, to the fury of Beij- 
ing, largely for bis insistence on a 
non-violent roTr, p a ’g T1 for an in- 
ternally autonomous Tibet.

Meanwhile, t he - N ational 
Salvation Front (NSF), the na- 
tion’s provisional leadership, 
issued a public appeal Friday in 
the newspaper Tmeretul Liber. 
(Free Youth) calling on citizens 
not to hoard food or buy stolen 
foreign aid goods. 

In another development. De- 
fence Minister Nicolae Mflrtaru 
threatened to stop the flow of 
electricity to some large indus- 
tries, saying the country’s energy 
supply was endangered by factor- 
ies routinely using more than 
their allotted share of power. 


Also, students went on strike 
Friday at Bucharest University’s 
College of Architecture, deman- 
ding that 26 of the school's 82 
professors be fired as incompe- 
tents who gained their positions 
though political connections dur- 
ing Ceansescu’s rule. 

On the prosecution of former 
high officials, Robu said that 31 
former high-ranking officials 
have been arrested in all, includ- 
ing Ceansescu’s playboy son 
Nice. 

The younger Ceansescu was 
the party chief in the Transylva- 
nian dty of Sibiu, and reportedly 
ordered the Securitate forces 
loyal to Ceanscscu to open fire on 
demonstrators darin g the revolu- 
tion that toppled his father Dec. 
22. No date has been set for his 

trial . 

Robu said most of the jailed 
Ceansescu figures were cooperat- 
ing with investigators.

Kashmir government 
resigns in protest 


SRI NAGAR, India (R) — The 
embattled government of the 
state of Jammu and Kashmir, 
widely accused of incompetence 
in face of a mounting secessionist 
campaign, has resigned. 

J ammu and Kashmir Chief' 
Minister Farooq Abdullah said 
Friday he quit because the new 
government in Delhi insulted him 
and 'appointed a new governor 
without consultation. 

His resignation was likely to 
raise a sigh of relief in the new 
central government of Prime 
Minister Vishwanath Pratap 
Singh, which wanted Abdallah 
out but did not want to dismiss 
him because it had complained of 
snch moves while in opposition. 

Officials in Jammu, the state’s 
winter capital, said a formal dec- 
laration was likely to be made 
later Friday that the Delhi- 
appointed governor would take 
over. 

Jammu and Kashmir, the coun- 
try’s only Muslim-maj ority state, . 
has fallen increasingly under the 
influence of militant s demanding 
it become a peart of Pakistan or 
reunited arid independent. 

More than 100 people have 
been killed in the secessionist 
campaign over the past 18 months 


and in frequent, widely observed 
general strikes called by mili- 
tants. 

Abdullah's most difficult mo- 
ment was in December when the 
Jamnm and Kashmir Liberation 
Front (JKLF) kidnapped the 
daughter of Home (interior) 
Minister Mufti Mohammad 
Sayeed, a Kashmiri. She was re- 
leased five days later in exchange 
for five JKLF members. 

Kashmir, the cause of two of 
India's three wars against Pakis- 
tan since both became indepen- 
dent of Britain in 1947, ■ jemams 
a source of bitterness between the 
two countries. 

Islamabad, which controls one- 
third of the region, demands a 
r efer en du m on Kashmir ’s future. 
Singh's government, which ac- 
cuses Pakistan of backing the 
insurgency, has refused to shift 
from Delhi’s .long refusal to 
reopen the issue. 

Abdullah said he submitted his 
resignation Thursday night. 

“The home minister has been 
saying the state administration 
has collapsed, which is insulting,” 
he said. 

Sayeed had also demanded In- 
dian army and paramilitary forces 
be given search and arrest powers.

Among his listeners- were eight 
leaders recently freed after serv- 
ing long terms in South African 
prisons. 

“The armed struggle must con- 
tinue but looking at our situation 
realistically we must admit that 
we do not have the' capacity 
within our country to intensify 
the struggle in any meaningful 
way,”' Nzo said.

Washington mayor arrested on drug charge 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Mayor 
Marion Barry, his last years in 
office blackened by accusations 
of cocaine use, was arrested on a 
drag charge Thursday night in 
what federal authorities de- 
scribed as “an ongoing public 
corruption probe.” 

The arrest at a downtown hotel 
came just three days before Barry 
planned to formally announce 
that he would seek reelection to a 
fourth term as mayor of the capit- 
al city of the United States. It also 
came the day before -long-time 
Barry associate Charles Lewis 
was scheduled for sentencing on 
drug charges. 

Lewis Iras testified in federal 
court that he provided oocaine for 
the mayor, out it was not dear- 
whether Thursday night's arrest 
was connected to tiie Lewis inves- 


tigation (FBI) agents kept under 
observation a prearranged meet- 
ing between the mayor and an 
unidentified friend in a down- 
town hotel, the Vista internation- 
al, about six blocks from the 
White House. 

Barry, 53, was arrested at the 
hotel shortly after 8 p.m. (0100 
GMT Friday) as a result of an 
undercover operation conducted 
jointly by the dty police depart- 
ment's internal affairs division 
and the FBI, according to a state- 
ment by U.S. attorney Jay 
Stephens and Thomas Duhad- 
way, special agent in charge of 
the FBTs Washington Croce. 
There was no word of additional 


Barry has steadfastly denied 
that he used drugs. 

The U.S. attorney's office said 
Barry was to appear before a 
federal magistrate on unspecified 
drag charges Friday. 

A federal law enforcement 
source who asked not to be iden- 
tified said the arrest was tbs 
restart of a “sting” operation in 
which Federal Bureau of Inves- 


Frrst word of the arrest was 
broadcast late Thursday night by 
television station WRC, which 
said the mayor attempted to buy 
cocaine on the seventh floor. 

The mayor was led away by 
undercover police officers and 
FBI agenty, me statison said, and 
his driver and bodyguard were* 
led away separately. 

Barry, who has repeated won 
reelection with large majorities, 

has lost support over the past four 
years because of allegations he 
used drags, and because of the 


corruption convictions against 
several members of his adminis- 
tration. 

Former Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate Jesse Jackson, a 
well-known civil rights leader, 
fuelled speculation that he would 
challenge Barry when he moved 
to Washington last year. Howev- 
er, Jackson has said r epeat edly 
that he would not challenge Bar- 
ry. Jackson said through a 
spokesman he would have no 
comment on the arrest.

Lewis pleaded guilty to one 
count of conspiracy to distribute 
cocaine in Washington, and was 
scheduled to be sentenced on that 
charge Friday. Lewis also has 
been convicted of selling drugs in- 
the Virgin Islands. 

In November, a U.S. television 
station, WUSA, said a local 
physician had reported to police 
that Barry had been treated for a 
drug overdoze in 1983. The then- 
police chief later reported tha t 
investigators were unable to con- 
firm that report. 

Karen Johnson, a former dty 
worker with whom Barry even- 
tually admitted a romance, was 
convicted on vsiioos drug cfanTFcs 
in 1984. She served several 

months m prison for refiaSne to 
testify about Barry. . 


Coffee lovers love better, study claims 


ROYAL OAK, Michigan 
(AP) — Older couples who 
drink coffc appear to be more 
sexually active than elderly 
non-coffee drinkers, acc or ding 
to a new study. 

In response to a survey, 62 
per cent of married women 60 
and older who drank raffee 
said they were sexually active. 
Forty per cent of women older 
than 60 who do oot drink cof- 
fee said they were active. 

Among married men tfw» 
same ages, 36 per cent of cof- 
fee drinkers said they some- 
times were impotent, com-, 
pared with 59 per cent of those 
who do not drink coffee. 

The study in the January 
issue of tiie Archives of Inter- 
nal Medicine (fid not give a 


margin of error or date for the 
survey of 744 Michigan resi- 
dents done by Dr. Ananias 
Diokno of W iiHam Beaumont 
Hospital in the Detroit suburb 
of Royal Oak. 

Diokno, attempting to ex- 
plain. the results, said coffee 
stimu l ates the central nervous 
system and relaxes certain 

musdes. But be said it also was 
possible that people who drink 


happen to 

liberal . in their sexual be- 
haviour.” ’ 

“We want to pursue this and 

find out why there is tins con- 
nection between sex and cof- 
fee,” be said. 

The study team efid not ask 
participants whether they, 
drank regular or decaffeinated 


coffee or how much they 
drank, Diokno said. 

Some researchers were scep- 
tical of the findings. 

“Oh, Lord help us, now 
they’ve linked coffee and sex," 
said Gail Keshner Riggs, 
associate director of restora- 
tive medicine at the University 
of Arizona's College of Medi- 
cine, who has done her own 

research on sex among elderly 
women. 

“Dr. Diokno is a respected 
researcher ” said Dr. Tom Star 
Disc, a professor of surgery 
and urology at the University 
of Arizona College of Medi- 
cine' in Tuscocu “But before 
anyone starts drinking coffee 
to boost their sex life, it would 
be wise if other people looked 


into tins a little more. 

“It’s not something I would 
act on immediately." 

Coffee and caffeine are 
popular research topics; more 
than 500 studies on their 
effects have been published in 
m e d i c al journals since 1983. 
Some studies have cof- 

fee to heart disease, high 

cholesterol levels and pancrea- 
tic cancer, while others found 
no such relationship. 

• Diokno's survey also' found 
that about 75 per ceu tof mar- 
ried 'dderiy men and 56 per 
cent of married elderly women 
remain sexually, active, com- 
pared with 31 per cent of un- 
married elderly, men- and. five- 
per cent of unmarried dderiy 
women.
